THE HAGUE, May 1,—(Via Lon-
don.)—The lnt‘mwontl Congress
of Wamen eoncluded iis sesslon here
today. At the final meeting there
was adopted a propoeal to send deles
gations represepting the congress to
the president of the United States
and to the heads of all the Buropean
powers for the purpose of demand-
ing immediaste cessallon of the war.
